Rag Engine. 


Drawings are given of Whitely’s improve- 
ments in rag engines for paper making, the pur- 
pose of the improvement being to facilitate 
the adjusting and leveling of the roll in rag 
engines, and also to allow the roll to be con- 
veniently raised and lowered while in motion. 
Beneath the free ends of the lighters are placed 
male and female screws, working in tubular 
posts, to serve as stops to prevent the lighters 
from dropping so low as to bring the roll too 
close to the bed-plate should the raising and 
lowering mechanism accidentally break. The 
free ends of the lighters are supported by up- 
right bars pivoted to the short arms of the rock- 
shaft, which is also provided with a long arm, 
so that by operating the long arm the lighters 
and roll can be readily raised and lowered. 
With the long arm of the rock-shaft is also con- 
nected a chain and a vertical shaft provided 
with a ratchet-wheel and pawl, so that by oper- 
ating the shaft the lighters and roll will be 
raised and lowered with a quick movement. 

Figure 1 is aside elevation of the improve- 
ment, parts being broken away. Fig. 2 is a 
sectional elevation of the same, taken through 
the linea w, Fig1. Fig. 3is a sectional eleva- 
tion of a partof the same, taken through the 
line y y, Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is a sectional eleva- 
tion of the lower part of one of the supporting- 
posts. 

A represents the floor of the mill. B is the 
tub, C is the bed-plate, D is the roll, and E is 
the partition, of an ordinary rag-engine. 

F is the roll-shaft, the journals of which rest 
upon bearings in the upper sides of the lighters 
G. The ends of the lighters G enter slots in the 
tubular posts H I, and are hinged at one end in 
and to the slotted upper ends of the female 
screws J, placed within the posts H, and into 
the lower ends of which screw the male screws 
K. The heads of the screws K rest and turn 
upon the base-plates of the said post H. The 
heads of the screws K are perforated laterally, 
to receive the end of a hand-lever for turning 
them to raise and lower the screws J, and the 
ends of the lighters G in adjusting and leveling 
the roll D, or for raising the roll for repairs. 
The other ends of the lighters G rest in the slot- 
ted upper ends of the female screws J’, which 
are provided with male-supporting screws K’ in 
the same manner as the screws J. The screws 
J’ K’ serve as stops to prevent the lighters from 
being lowered so low as to bring the roll too 
close to the bed-plate, and thus expose the roll 
to damage. 

The posts H I have openings in their lower 
parts to receive the hand-levers, by means of 
which the screws K K’ are turned in adjusting 
and leveling the roll. 

To the lighters G, at a little distance from 
their free ends, are hinged the slotted upper ends 
of the upright bars L, to the slotted lower ends 
of which are hinged the ends of the short arms 
M, formed upon or rigidly attached to the shaft 
N. The shaft N rocks in bearings in hangers O, 
attached to the floor A, or in other suitable sup- 
ports. To the shaft N is rigidly attached, or 
upon it is formed, a long arm, P, to serve in con- 
nection with the shaft N and arms M asa lever 
in raising the bars L, lighters G, and roll D, for 
freeing the roll from obstruction or other de- 
sired purpose. 

Upon the middle part of the long arm or lever 
P rests the slotted lower end of a female screw, 
Q, which passes up through a tubular post, R, 
attached to the floor, and has a cap-plate, 8, at- 
tached to its upper end. The cap-plate has a 
central aperture for the passage of the shank of 
the male screw T, which screws into the female 
screw Q, and has a hand-wheel, U, attached to its 
projecting upper end, for convenience in oper- 
ating the screw T. Upon the shank of the male 
screw T is formed, or to it is attached, a shoulder 
or collar, V, to rest against the lower side of the 
cap-plate 8, and to prevent the screw from 
being pushed upward by the weight of the roll 
D. With this construction, by turning the male 
screw T backward, the female screw Q will be 
forced downward, operating the lever P N M 
and raising the bars L, lighters G, and roll D 
slowly while at work to clear the roll of ob- 
structions or for any other desired purpose. 

To the outer end of the long arm P is at- 
tached ‘the end of a chain, W, which passes 
down and around a pulley, X, pivoted to a 
slotted hanger, Y, attached to the floor A or 
other suitable support. The other end of the 
chain W is attached to the lower part of a verti- 
cal shaft, Z, which revolves in bearings a, at- 
tached to the floor or other suitable support, and 
has a hand-wheel, b, attached to its upper end, 
for convenience in operating the shaft Z. To 
the lower part of the vertical shaft is attached a 
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ratchet-wheel, c, with the teeth of which en- 
gages the pawl d, pivoted to the bearing a, the 
floor or other suitable support, and which is held 
forward against the teeth of the ratchet-wheel c 
by a spring in the ordinary manner, so that the 
shaft will be held securely in any position into 
which it may be turned. With this construc- 
tion, by turning the shaft the roll will be raised 
with a quick movement. Should any breakage 
occur in the raising mechanism the free ends of 
the lighters will be received upon the forked 
upper ends of the female screws J’ and stopped 
before the roll can come so near the bed-plate as 
to cause any damage. With this construction 
the roll will be raised and lowered parallel with 


the bed-plate.

locomotive and other types 
where the inside cannot be 
examined unless the tubes 
are removed or the boilers 
are partially taken to pieces. 
The defects in workmanship 
usually found are carelessly 
punched and fractured rivet 
holes, burnt or broken rivets, 
plates damaged by burning, 
or fracture in flanging, dish- 
ing, bending, welding, ham- 
mering and punching in the 
boiler yard or during re- 
pairs ; defective welding of 
plates and stays, fractures in 
the ends of brass and small 
iron tubes, and carelessly- 
secured stays. Old plates are 
frequently seriously damaged 
by patching them with new 
plates, in the process of re- 
moving the rivets, in putting 
on the new patch, and also 
by the greater expansion and 
contraction of the new plate, 
when the boiler is at work, 
especially when it is over the 
fire. 

Defects of material, such as 
blisters, lamination, and those 
arising out of the insufficiency 
in size of the slab from which 
the plate is cut and adhesion 
of sand or cinder in rolling 
can sometimes, but not al- 
ways, be detected by inspec- 
tion. Brittleness of material, 
unless it be glaringly bad, 
can seldom be discovered by ordinary inspec- 
tion after the construction of the boiler is com- 
pleted. 


Boilers of the full calculated strength are 
often exploded by an accumulation of steam 
pressure beyond that assigned to them. 

The overpressure may be due to the total ab- 
sence, or inadequate size or lift, of safety valves 
or self-acting means of escape for the steam, or 
to the communication between the safety valve 
and boiler being shut off by some valve or other 
means, Such an accident may occur when the 
safety valve is injudiciously placed on the steam 
pipe, beyond the steam shut-off valve. When 
the safety valve forms one of a cluster of 
mountings on one ‘pipe or branch from the 
boiler, it is a common practice during cleaning 
and repairs to plug up the aperture of the pipe 
from the inside, to prevent the dripping of 
water on those engaged inside the boiler. Now, 
the risk there is of neglecting to remove the 
plug, and so endangering the safety of the 
boiler, should never be incurred. The safety 
valve should, therefore, be always applied as an 
independent mounting. 

Overpressure may arise from the safety valve 
being recklessly overweighted, by increasing 
the length of the lever, or the amount of the 
weight on the lever in valves of this construc- 
tion. It may be caused by screwing down, tying 
or wedging fast the lever or dead weight; by 
the sticking fast of the lever, valve, or spindles 
in connection, and by the escape pipe, when 
there is one, becoming plugged up by the water 
freezing or other accident. 

Safety valves of the ordinary lever construc- 
tion offer the greatest facilities for overweight- 
ing, which is sometimes resorted to when the 
valve is not tight at the working pressure, 
through faulty design or for want of regrind- 
ing or proper attention. 

Overweighting is also resorted to in order to 
make the blowing-off pressure agree with the 
telling of a defective pressure gauge, or from 
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sheer laziness on the part of the firemen when j 


the wish is to save trouble in attending to the 
boiler. The facilities and temptations for over- 
loading may be diminished by cutting the lever 
to the shortest length admissible, or when spring 
balances are used, by preventing the possibility 
of screwing down beyond a certain point by the 
application of ferules or other means. By plac- 
ing the safety valves in a conspicuous and open 
position, so that the addition of irregular 
weights may be at once detected and the wedg- 
ing or tying down rendered difficult, the temp- 
tation to overload the valves is reduced. The 
use of dead-weight valves, of good construction, 
on stationary boilers, renders overloading toa 
dangerous degree no easy task. 

A common practice, where little attention is 
paid to boiler management, is to wedge down 
the valve, by inserting a chisel or other suitable 
article between the lever and top of the guide 
through which it passes. 


The sticking fast of the valve may be due to the 
metal of the lid and seat seizing or wedging tight 


Advances in Applied Science. 





The rapid advance of late years in the appli- 
cation of electricity to the practical affairs of 
life leads to the notion that we are at the thresh- 
old of the age of electricity, and that steam as 
a factor of progress will lose its leading position. 
We have had the telegraph, it is true, for many 
years; but it is only lately that hemispheres 
and islands are bound together by it, while the 
several appliances for displaying the many 
wonderful phenomena of electricity have been 
little more than the beautiful toys of scientists. 
It is the wire that still accomplishes the distribu- 
tion of the new uses of electricity. The trans- 
mission of sound, also, has been developed to a 
very useful stage, and has wrought a marvelous 
change in the facility of transacting business. 
The perfecting of the electric light is now the 
leading phase of electric development, and the 
one that excites the most interest. Much benefit 
has accrued to inventors from the various inter- 
national exhibitions that have been held in 
several countries during the past few years. 
The one now in progress at 
Vienna is attracting much at- 
tention, both on the part of 
scientists and of the general 
public. To appreciate the uses 
and merits of the various elec- 
tric lights, it is necessary to 
bear in mind certain wide 
distinctions between them. It 
may be stated in a general 
way that there are two differ- 
ent electric phenomena, upon 
each of which a system of 
lighting has been arranged. 
In one case the light is ob- 
tained by the jumping, so to 
speak, of the electric spark 
from the point of one object 
to the point of another in 
close proximity. The resist- 
ance afforded by the inter- 
vening air results in illumina- 
tion. It is the ordinary elec- 
tric flash made constant ata 
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to the bending of the central spindle, or wedg- 
ing tight of feathers and guides, by expansion, 
or by the thrust from the spindle or double eye 
not acting perpendicularly on the valve lid, or 
by this spindle under the lever sticking fast in 
the bonnet or stuffing box, when the valve is of 
the closed-in description. Sticking fast of the 
lever is often caused by the corrosion of the 
double eye and pin at the fulcrum end. In order 
to avoid this corrosion the double eye and pin, 
and in some cases the lever, are best made of 
gun metal, or worked on a knife edge, if the 
condition can be easily ascertained at any mo- 
ment. It is a mistake to use much grease to the 
safety-valve lever joints where there is much 
coal dust or dirt, as the grease rapidly becomes 
converted into a sticky mass, that clogs the ac- 
tion of the lever instead of aiding it. 

In order to lessen the risk of overpressure 
from the safety valve becoming inoperative, 
every boiler should be provided with two safety 
valves, one of them at least being of the ex- 
ternal dead-weight type for stationary boilers. 
Lock-up valves cannot be recommended, as 
they become useless unless frequently eased off 
their seats. 


Other circumstances are to be met with be- 
sides gradual accumulation of steam pressure, 
that may possibly bring about the destruction 
of a boiler strong enough to bear the ordinary 
pressure at which the safety valves blow off. 
The conversion of the static pressure into a 
dynamic force, by suddenly opening or closing 
a large steam valve or safety valve, may pro- 
duce a violent rush of steam and water against 
the part of the boiler whence the steam is drawn. 
The percussion of the water and steam in such 
cases has been known to shake the whole fabric 
of the boiler. When produced by the sudden 
opening of the steam junction valve, the per- 
cussive action has been known to lift the safety 
valve momentarily right off its seat, although 
more than six feet distant from the point of sud-

point by a continuous cur- 
rent. For this purpose two 
earbon points are used and 
two currents. This constitutes 
the arc lamp and is the most 
brilliant and powerful, and is 
especially adapted to out-door 
illumination. The other prin- 
ciple is that of charging a 
non-conductor, such as a 
piece of pure carbon, con- 
fined in an air-tight vessel, 
with electricity. The electric- 
ity passes through the carbon 
slip so slowly as to produce 
illumination. This light is softer than that 
of the arc lamp, and only one current is 
used. This is called the incandescent light, 
because the carbon film is prevented from 
being consumed by the exclusion of air from the 
lamp. This system also admits of the subdivi- 
sion of the light, as with gas. The Brush lamp in 
our streets is an illustration of the former and the 
Edison lamp of the latter. The rotunda building 
is lighted with two tiers of arc lamps, comprising 
one hundred and twenty-two in all, and present- 
ing a very brilliant spectacle. The principal 
contributors to this class are the International 
Electric Company, formerly called the Anglo- 
Austrian ; the Piette and Krizik, a Hungarian 
company that works the Pilsen lamp; the 
Schwerd, the Schuckert, the Brush, &c. The 
Pilsen lamp is described asthe simplest of all 
the arc lamps and giving a pure light. The 


but they burn more beautifully on account of 
the excellence of the Schuckert machines. The 
Schwerd lamps are, however, quite as good, 
while the light is more steady ; the regulating 
apparatus for keeping the points at the same 
distance being almost perfect, though compli- 
cated. When the distance between the points 
is widened by the burning away of the carbon 
points, the resistance to the passage of elec-

the Schwerd lamp that no flickering is percepti- 
ble. 


Some of the later devices also are designed 
to obviate danger to the lamp from an over- 
charge of electricity. In the Schwerd lamp the 
current cannot pass through the points until the 
glass globe is put on, and the current is also shut 
off when the cleaning door of the globe is opened 
and is turned on when it is again closed. The 
Brush light is spoken of as comparatively yellow 
in tinge, The display of incandescent lamps is 





an exceedingly good one, and, if we accept the 
statements of the correspondent of the Man- 
chester Guardian, it constitutes the leading fea- 
ture of the exhibition. The Paris Edison Com- 
pany exhibits a lamp of 100 candle-power as 
against the ordinary lamp of that company of 
16 candle-power ; the difference being simply in 
the size of the carbon strips, the manufacture of 
which is the most important part of the present 
aims in this direction. The Swan lamps are 
shown in various sizes up to 200 candle-power. 
The princip:1 difference between that and the 
Edison lamp is in the size of the carbon slips and 
their mode of manufacture. The Gerard lamp, 
managed by a French company, is pear-shaped 
and has four straw filaments united into two 
pairs and receiving two currents, the combined 
power of which ranges from 200 to 300 candles, 
requiring a high electro-motor force. The Mul- 
ler is a new lamp similar to the Swan, but the fila- 
ment is twisted spirally and has 50 to 60 can- 
dle-power. The lamp, however, that creates the 
most sensation is the invention of an American 
named Bernstein. He makes the carbon strips 
into a tube with thin projecting sides, thus secur- 
ing a large surface. The advantage in this case is 
due to the fact that the light is not painful to the 
eye, being less concentrated. It is also very 
brilliant and is carried to a high power. At 
present there are two sizes—one from 150 to 200 
candle-power, the other from 200 to 300 candle- 
power ; the first requiring only 20 volts and the 
second 50. Another feature of this lamp is, that 
instead of a vacuum, it is filled with some vapor 
that prolongs the endurance of the carbon. In 
all the large lamps it is found that some heat is 
radiated, contrary to the general impression 
about electric lights. The other features of the 
exhibition are in a less developed stage, espe- 
cially the newer applications. The battery prin- 
ciple is one of much interest, particularly in its 
application to locomotion, of which there are a 
number of interesting experiments. A great 
deal of attention is being given to this phase of 
development by scientists, as a great many of 
the most important applications are expected to 
result.—Bulletin. 





English Dread of American Com- 
petition. 


The tone of English journals is becoming ex- 
ceptionally severe and impatient of the progress 
they see this country is making in every element 
of industrial independence. This isshown in the 
eagerness with which they give place to captious 
remarks in correspondence, and in their prompt- 
ness to magnify any temporary depression or 
disadvantage our manufacturers may incur. 
Thus, a correspondent of the Textile Manufac- 
turer of Manchester, of August 15, opens his 
letter with a general declaration that manufac- 
turing is undergoing a severe crisis as ‘‘a con- 
sequence of over-production, caused by the un- 
natural stimulus of a protective tariff ;” yet in 
another part of his letter he frankly states that 
Northern capital is going largely into the South, 
and also that ‘‘ English capitalists are investing 
largely in property in the Southern States” for 
manufacturing purposes—two points which go 
far toward neutralizing the misfortunes of the 
assumed crisis. 

And as to theories of practical or political 
economy this writer fiercely attacks the critics 
of Professor Perry, and denounces the move- 
ment undertaken by some of the friends of 
Williams College to get rid of the odium now 
attaching to that institution. It is singular that 
the directors of English opinion are so little

plus. Every year, this market not only shrinks 
to smaller and smaller proportions, but actually 
invites a wholesale transfer of English capital 
and skill. This is the great and exhausting 
drain which English statesmen deprecate, and, 
if they can, obstruct. 

While during most of the last twenty-five 
years the issue of this struggle seemed doubtful 
to many, whatever their wishes might be, there 
is now no possible doubt that every form of 
fabric known to British manufacturing skill will 
be more largely made here than in England for 
all uses common to that country and this. For 
special fabrics made in England for remote and 
colonial markets, we have no wish to see an im- 
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mediate change adverse to English inte try, 
and we do not expect it. We might gain much 
more rapidly in the supply of foreign markets 
if our manufacturers would give their attention; 
but we cannot apparently cover both the home 
and the foreign field at once. It is enough for 
the present to command the markets nearest our 
mills, and to work at a practical economy, as be- 
tween producer and consumer, quite beyond any 
possibility on the part of the British mill- 
owner. 

There is, in fact, no material resistance possi- 
ble to the complete independence of our indus- 
tries andour markets. And we must in justice 
say that no better American exists than the in- 
telligent English capitalist and manufacturer, 
after he has planted himself and his works fairly 
among us, taking them out of English soil possi- 
bly with sincere regret, but still doing so in obe- 
dience to an over-ruling necessity which he has 
the courage to respect and obey. Why cannot 
English journalists look with equal complacency 
on movements which they find themselves pow- 
erless toprevent or even to defer ?—Jndustrial 
Review.

Bankruptcy Laws. 


The time when State laws should be applied 
to the general business of the country has 
passed. The railroad, the telegraph and the 
modern methods of trade have long since out- 
grown the boun:taries of States. Consequently, 
when each State undertakes to legislate regard- 
ing commercial matters which affect the whole 
country, trade is not only hampered, but great 
injustice is certain to be done to the residents of 
different parts of the country. Already the 
revolution in business caused by the agencies to 
which we have referred, has made it necessary 
that the Federal courts be opened to suitors who 
would otherwise be without a full remedy in 
law. Atanearlier period in the history of the 
country State banking laws answered the de- 
mands of trade, which was largely restricted to 
State limits, but now that rapid transit has 
brought San Francisco nearer to New York, 
when measured by time, than was Buffalo fifty 
years ago, a national banking system is de- 
manded by acommerce which has become na- 
tional. For the same reason the important 
matter of bankruptcy should be subject to na- 
tional legis‘ation and the Federal courts. In- 
deed, the framers of the Federal Constitution, 
who could have had no intimation of the new 
forces of civilization which were to give the 
commerce of the country a national scope, saw 
the necessity of conferring upon the Federal 
Government the power ‘“‘to establish uniform 
laws on the subject of bankruptcies.” If such 
power was deemed important at a time when 
States were all jealous of their sovereignty, and 
when trade was mainly confined within State 
limits, the exercise of that power is of the ut- 
most importance at the present time, when the 
small trader in the most remote hamlet buys 
of and sells to men living in other States. 
Nevertheless, this nation of fifty-five million 
people, which bas a larger traffic among them- 
selves than any similar number of people 
in the world, is without any general laws for 
the protection either of creditors or insolvent 
debtors. So far as there are bankrupcy laws, 
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Marine and Stationary Boilers, 
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each State has its own ; and nothing like uni- 
formity exists either in their provisions or their 


administration. In some States the unfortunate | 


debtor is at the mercy of the first creditor who 
may pounce upon him, who can secure his own 
claim, leave nothing for the other creditors, 
and put the debtor in a place where he cannot 
again engage in business. This state of things 
is a great detriment to business and it should 
not be permitted to continue. With the light that 
has been shed upon this question, the next Con- 
gress sbould be able to perfect a measure which 
will ensure something like justice to both the 
creditor and the debtor interests. 

The British Parliament during its recent ses- 
sion enacted a new bankruptcy act which it is 
thought will reconcile conflicting interests, do 
justice to the debtor and creditor classes, and 
come nearer to what is wanted than any act 
which has yet been passed. The English laws 
of 1849 and 1861 established the court system of 
dealing with bankrupts; the law of 1869, which 
is still in force, makes shrewd creditors power- 
ful; the act of August 15, 1883, is a compromise, 
and gives the Board of Trade, or ministry of 
commerce, a voice in bankruptcy proceedings. 
The Board of Trade will attend to the adminis- 
trative part of the proceedings, on the implied 
theory that a case of bankruptcy touches society 
at large, and should be treated with a view to 
public policy. The new act appears to excel in 
the arrangement under which insolveat estates 
are required to meet the interests of public as 
well as private equity. It implies that a solvent 
business man cannot do with his property and 
credit as he pleases, and that a bankrupt estate 
is not the sole property of the creditors, who 
may do as they prefer. It is a fair presumption 
that under the new act business men will not 
court a release from indebtedness by a cheap 
compromise or a cheaper collapse. The new act 
will not go into effect until January 1, 1884.— 
Shipping List.

Ancient Bank-Notes.

If *‘ Dandy” can procure access to a copy of 
Marco Polo’s travels, edited by Colonel Yule, 
London, 1874, he can see on page 412 a fac-simile 
of a Chinese bank-note which was issued about 
four hundred years ago. 

Colonel Yule seems to think that no Chinese 
bank-notes were issued earlier than the ninth 
century, so that the age of the oldest of these 
Chinese notes could not be more than a thousand 
years. 

The note alluded to above has two red seals 
stamped upon its face, which had been previous- 
ly printed upon with some design and inscrip- 
tion in black. 

The paper is described as being nearly black, 
or very dark. 

The Chinese appear to have learned the re- 
sults of the over issue of paper currency many 
hundred years ago. 

The Japanese have used bank-notes for several 
hundred years.

The “Corded” Press-Roll. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

Speaking of early patents for dandy rolls, 
does anyone think for a moment that the late 
Edward Collins, of Deilmuir, would have gone 
to the trouble of putting on and lifting off the 
machine a heavy press-roll for the purpose of 
giving the papera laid or hand-made appear- 
ance, if a lighter and better contrivance, even 
at a big price, could have been procured? This 
** corded roll,” as it was named, was in use from 
my earliest recollection—say, 1832—up to the 
year 1840, when the wet reels were taken out 
and the paper was led over the machine in one 
continuous web, About this time the secret of 
the dandy roll began to leak out, and in 1842 a 
wave roll was sent for and put on the machine. 
I can give no information as to where the roll 
came from or by whom it was made, but, as 
Alexander Peebles was the purchaser, I pre- 
sume that it came from somewhere in the 
neighborhood of Esk Mill, near Edinburgh. 
The first sheet of laid paper made on a Four- 
drinier machine that I came across was made at 
Milholm paper mill, near Glasgow, in the year 
1844. I happened to be ‘“‘on tramp” at the 
time, and being late getting into Cathcart I 
stayed over night ; and while there I got ac- 
quainted with some of the men, who produced a 
piece of laid paper, remarking at the time that 
I could see what the machines were doing for 
the vats. The dandy roll is not so old an inven- 
tion as some of your correspondents take it to 
be, and the ‘‘corded” press-roll accounts for 
the early patent for imitating laid paper. This 
is the roll some of your readers have been 
bumping their heads against for the last five or 
six months.

“ That Pearl at South Hadley.” 
To the Editor of the Journal : 

I have just caught a young Scotchman. He 
does not profess himself a ‘‘ Harper,” but claims 
to be a first-rate bagpiper. He states that the 
machine at Pearl City, as deseribed by “ O. H.,” 
is identical with machines which several parties 
have had at work for from ten to fifteen years in 
England and Scotland. He names a few, viz.: 
Messrs. Craig, of Newbattle; McIntyre, of Pais- 
ley ; Watson, of Linwood; Law, of Pollockshaws; 
Duncan, of Denny, &c. The only difference is 
that they have substituted the Fourdrinier part 
for the cylinder mold. 

He states that, while being comparatively easy 
to work the same as a cylinder, it was only after 
long years of experiment and failure, that it 
was a success with the Fourdriner part attached, 
this success being mainly due to Robert Craig, of 
Newbattle, who invented a peculiar construction 
of coucher for the same. 

Cylinder machines never made much head- 
way in the United Kingdom, the number, as 
compared with Fourdrinier, being about from 3 
to4 percent. It is somewhat curious to note 
that the machine invented by John Dickenson— 
an Englishman—should have been imported into 
the United States and reimported into the United 





Kingdom again enka the name and title of the 
“Yankee Machine.” This name it still retains. 
Somewhat stranger is the fact, that this other 
machine, despite the statement of having the 
Fourdrinier part attached, is also universally (in 
the United Kingdom) designated asa ‘‘ Yankee 
machine.” The parties responsible for affixing 
this name to it must have been endowed with a 
good deal of foresight, looking forward in antici- 
pation of the day when that peculiar machine 
would be invented at Pearl City, South Hadley, 
Mass. 

George Hill, the suction-box inventor, used in 
olden times to be considered an authority on all 
matters connected with the old style of cylinder 
machine. He was credited with having erected 
the first of the kind in Scotland (1842), and I 
know that he was the manager at Saggart Paper 
Mills, Dublin, at the date given (1850) by 
“O. H.,” as the time when he saw that new 
style in Tallaght, that he helped the parties 
erecting it with his counsel, and I guess that if 
he chose he could tell us all about it, besides add- 
ing thereto considerable reminiscences of exper- 
iments made on cylinder machines in Great 
Britain and Ireland in the days of auld lang 
syne. PEN.
